It would 
bn well fir tbem to linger upon the 
threshold of ConfederPtion, beoanse tbey may 
ba assured, once enter the door, there would 
bo DO retu'u ticket granted. By do pussi 
bilily could it bappou that in eorrie 18 moniha 
hence largo plucurds would appeiir in our 
streets wiih "Voto tor DrtCosmos and bccob- 
sion.' Once outer inlo Union with the Do- 
minion of OBnada,.j^we muav atlj^hf to our 
bargain, wbe'inar iVsuiied ina^or'riot ; " if we 
don't like it, we might lump it. Tho Hon 
Amor DeUosraOs hud been to heaii-quartors — 
had gone there, keeping tlia eye ol iibaorva- 
tiOQ open— had taken ccpious notes — had 
tilled Ilia portfolio lull of them— bad reiurned 
to tliem, and had assured Ihem the (Juufed- 
cration was good and woriby of their im- 
mediate acceptance. He was the frog that 
bad gone down the well, had tasted tbe 
Water, had oanured Ihain it waa ewnot, or at 
any rate that the enioliiioonis ol dltico con- 
nected with tbe new government would 
be. (Laughter) But could thoy rely 
upon Ibe ipu dixet of Mr DeCusmos 1 
lis ooald not dieguiae from bis mind th; 
feeling that the Confederation scheme cum- 
meoded'itself not so much lo tboir notice 
Irom ita inherent inerite, but rather derived 
Its popularity Irom tho obloquy under fthich 
the present governniont luoored, and from 
the iaot of their being ninongst us a number 
who hailed from the new Doininioo, and 
were nalnrally biased in favor of Ooo feder- 
ation. He contended that tbe foundation of 
tho desire for Coufedeiution was based upon 
Iho uopopularitv of the present govorntnout 
and tbe dijposition of tho Canadian residents 
lo be united in government with their old 
friends and ooquainiances ; and he further 
coatended that but for these. two. oiroumat.io- 
oea'^CoDfederation woold never have been 
dreamed of. Hs objeoied to Confederation 
because bo cooaldared its ndviinta<,'es were 
remote, oonjeotaral, and required a tremen- 
dous amount ol drawing upon the imagina- 
tion before you oonld make any good cot of 
it; thai tbe application for immediate ad 
mission was premature. That it was a repe- 
tiiion of that ha'sty ond iropulnve legislation 
which bad previously plunged us into such a 
voriex of trouble. If we were so auxioua lo 
secure a cheap government snd a cheap 
(Jovernor, why had thty not asked tho 
British Guvoroment for it? A great deal 
had been Mid abouS tbe 'sdvanlngea ol the 
ovorlaod rou o The speaker fell assured 
that any advantage from these events would 
in DO way affect ua of tho present day and 
generation 'I'hat even the youngest in ihoi 
raaeting would be githoroj to h s fatheiB ; 
that every ono of them would be " ouch in 
hia narrow celMor ever-laid,'.', before adrao- 
tagea oould ba possibly e^xperiancedt Be- 
sidea, where fcas the maney to come from to 
.ifleot these groat auhiuvi^tneiitB ? I'he Cutia- 
diaris wore not at presunt in a position to 
reoeive ns, wa were not in a position to go to 
them, aud there was no necessity for iraiued- 
iata action upon tbe matter. He ri iterated 
that we abould beat piotect our own intcrosts 
and preaerve our own dignity by paiieotly 
waiting the tide of events. He would there- 
fore move tbia amendment : 

That tbe iotereats of tbia community arc 
best served by postponing the consideration 
of tho quostinn of Conlodaration until wo ore 
better inforiDed upon tbe subject. ' 

Mr Ball reaamtd big aeat atuid acolamntioiis 
of approbation 'and fiiVsea. ^ 

Mr B Young wns called for and caoio on 
the platform to second tbo ainen'lment, amid 
hisses anil applmisj. lie said if ho thoiinlii 
Confederation would bi-n.-fit tlio colony lio 
would support it. Ilo uUodi'd lo tliu various 
olmnges thai hud taken pluco llirouuh 'Mr Do- 
Coamoj' Bills.' [t/anf;liter. j Political (jimckB, 
like medical qniicks, did damage to tlie country. 
Would they trust tbe plijsiciun who hiid once 
injured their coaititatiob again? lie sasv 
notbiag in tho sobepe ba( a inovemaat to nd- 
vance tbe salMnteraat of the prpiootera. Mr 
Tilley iraatod to ba, L7aiit'eaaat Governor, 
with Mr DeOosmos as chief cook and botilo 
washer , Jlr Seelye as Colonial Secretary, nud 
Mr Uigaiiij aj Qauen'j Printer. Tho ;>jrial 
transit road ivaa ilio only o:io that woiilil bs 
built for many years, and if British Colum- 
bians wanted to go 10 Canada overland, they 
would have to do so in ii balloon. [lianghter.J 
When a gentleman had been ms otlcu wronii 
HS MrDeCosmos, *vo:jld thoy tiust bim again?
